_ Protection Section in the Code 


of Ordinances for the Town of 
New Brockton, 

According to the ordinance, 
the purposes include: a) To pre- 
vent injury, property damage, 
and nuisances within the town 
limits of New Brockton: b) To 
establish requirement to obtain 
burning permit prior to burning 
within the town limits; c) To set 
procedures and fees for obtain- 
ing burning permit. 

This new ordinance became 
effective upon its approval dur- 
ing the council meeting Monday 
evening in which it was passed 
by a unanimous vote. 

Anyone wishing to burn with- 
in the town limits can apply for 
a permit from the New Brockton 
Fire Chief or his designee, and 
the application can be obtained 
from the town clerk. The person 
granted the permit must have it 
with him/her at the time of the 
permitted burning. There are 
some instances when a burn per- 
mit will not be issued, and the 
fire chief has the authority to 
revoke any permit. 

The council set a fee of $5 to 
be paid to the town clerk for 
each permit at the time of appli- 
cation.

Anyone wishing to look more 
closely at the new ordinance can 
do so at the New Brockton 
Town Hall.

* Approved a resolution for a 
grant ‘with the Department of 
Transportation. This — will 
include sidewalks and landscap- 
ing along Hwy. 84 and two city 
streets. 

* Approved a motion to pay 
the monthly “bills totaling

Upon arriving atthe residence 
Jocated at 1450 Smith Ave.. offi- 
cers were able.to'detect the odor 
of methamphetamine coming 
from the houses They entered 
the home and found a lab in pro- 
duction, Six individuals. were 
found in the residence including 
a |3-year-cld female who was 
actually in the bathroom. where 
the lab was Set. up: She was 
immediately removed from the 
location

The Associated Press recently released a story on the February, 1967 


fire at Dale's Penthouse in Montgomery, Ironically we were in 
downtown Montgomery a couple of weeks ago and drove up Court 
Street just to see what changes had been made to that part of town 
in recent years. We looked at that building (the name has changed 
several times since 1967), thought of the fire and the fact we had 
been there personally on several occasions (before the deadly fire of 
course), Our last visit was as a birthday treat to a younger sister. 
probably in March of 1960, while we were both still single and liv: 
ing in the capital city, Their steaks were great, even if a bit expen 
sive for a young working stiff still a bit wet behind the ears, We were 
also on speaking terms with a couple of the people who died in the 
disastrous ‘67 fire. All those thoughts rushed through our mind dniv- 
ing out Court Street that afternoon and looking up to the top of the 
building we can't help but look to the top any time we drive 
out Court or any other nearby street. Vivid imagés of the great 
restaurant, the fire and the burned hulk that stared out over the 
Montgomery landscape for many months returned again when the 
recent headlines marked the event through the eyes of a survivor, He 
lived by perching for hours 100 feet high on a narrow ledge in the 
night air that turned from scorching hot to winter cold . . . . hand-in- 
hand with his equally scared wife 


The number of politicians and those who give advice to politicians 
we talked with and/or listened to this past weekend - well it was a 
‘bunch, The mix included Governor Riley, state senators, representa- 
tives, and a bunch of aides and offictal advisors. Does this mean we 
know what will happen in Montgomery during the coming months? 
Nope it doesn’t. In fact we came away with all kinds of opinions 
bouncing around in the ol’ noggin opinions from A‘to Z. 
Anything from “ain't nothing gonna get done this year" \o “ we are 
gonna solve all Alabama's problems once and for all, Probably the 
truth is somewhere in between, Then Monday morning the e-mails 
started from other newspaper folks attending the same meetings 
Usually the first question was, “ Did such and such politician real- 
ly say what | understood him or her to say?” It is: going tobe anoth- 
er interesting year in Alabama even without the threat of war 
in the Middle East 


If you are confused or uncertain about what is going to happen atthe 
State capital during the next few months, join the crowd. An exam- 
ple is comments made by the governor Saturday, in our presence. He 
noted that one suggestion for raising additional money would be 
changing the way income tax is treated on the returns. It would 
mean that instead of deducting federal tax from the:state return, we 
would deduct state tax from the federal return. This would raise an 
estimated $500 million a year for Alabama, but would cost taxpay- 
ers far less. The issue would have to pass both the legislature and a 
yote of the people. He commented - we heard it with our own ears 
- that such action would need the support of Paul Hubbard to use 
some of this additional money in “other than education” (income tax 
is earmarked for education). This week there are some news reports 
that Riley will not be seeking any “unearmarking™ this year. It all 
adds to our confusion and only history will record what actually 
happened in 2003. 
' 

Our thoughts - maybe it is hopes - on the potential for war are 
changing a bit. The action by. the Iraq:government to openly destroy 
at least.some of their banned missiles will make it harder for anyone 
to convince Doubting Thomases to join in the battle. It will also give 
President Bush and British Prime Minister Tony Blair a face’ saving 
way to back’ off from actually launching an all out bloody war. 
While we personally feel something needs to be done over there, it 
is hard to commit our young men and women to possible death ‘in 
that far off land with a culture a thousand years old and very differ- 
ent from-ours. Especially when many of those who-most likely will 
be the first to feel the wrath of a do-nothing position will not coop- 
erate with the U.S. on the issue.» 


Then there is the other side of the coin!- the brave, big talking 
French - who are not speaking German as their first language today 
because of real blood shed’ by so many American soldiers in WWI 
and again in WWII. They are reportedly busy making scads of 
money off somewhat shady trading with Iraq. 


There is a rather. lengthy letter on page 3 from former Governor Don 
Seigelman, We agree with the former governor that the spouses of 
politicians should. be off limits --they didn’t choose to be in the pub- 
lic Spotlight, only to marry someone who chose that life. If we are 
going to write about them and their involvement with spending tax 
dollars as “investigative reporters’ then we should do a complete 


job of investigating and “fell it all, brother, tell it all, Actually that : 


should be the policy when reporting on any person or subject. It is 
always dangerous to take information supplied by political oppo- 
nents and use it without doing a complete and in-depth investigation 
of the whole issue.
